Various reasons were assigned for the 
refusal of Congress to grant the request 
of the Indian Office for educational pur- 
poses, hut the real, and indeed it may 
be said the only reason why the request 
was not granted, was the desire on the 
part of the House of Representatives to 
make a record for economy. Indeed, it 
was openly stated by influential mem- 
bers that it will be necessary to cut In- 
dian education to the quick now for po- 
litical reasons, but that after the election 
ttie next ConglCH would doubtless be 
willing to vote whatever sums of money 
might be necessary for this work. We 
cannot believe that the people of the 
United States, who are so tired of the 
Indian question as heretofore managed, 
and who are so thoroughly united in the 
opinion thai the only solution that is 
possible for it lies in the direction of 
education, will look with favor upon 
any political party which deliberately 
checks this work and hinders its pro- 
gress for no other reason than to make

The Indian bill, which has recently 
become a law. carries the gross HUB of 
$MH|M8 f'T Indian education for the 
year ending June 
Nth, MM. The 
I'k ivi nk KniMiMY. amount appropri- 
ated for tie- hum 
purpose by the last 
Congress was M£01 ,680. The amount 
asked for by the Commis-iouer this year 
Was I2.M7.IW>. or *.Hi3.r,:i5 more than 
tbe sum appropriated. This large cut 
in the estimates submitted by the In- 
dian Office for ^durational purposes, 
amounting to much more than half a 
juillion dollars, is a very severe blow to 
the cause of Indian education. Ia the 
flrst place, it renders 
complete the establishment of 
eral training schools according to the 
plans of the Indian Office. It was in- 
tended to substantially complete these 
non-reservation schools so that they 
might enter at once upon the largest 
and most etlieient service which they 
are capable of rendering. The Indian 
bill not only failed to make suitable pro 
vision for their completion, but it car- 
ries restrictions of such a nature as in 
some cases, to very seriously hinder the 
usefulness of these HfaOoU 

In the next place the Iudian Office 
asked for *200,noo for the erection, en- 
largement and repair of school build- 
ings on Indian reservations. During 
the last three years a large amount of 
work has been done to render the In- 
dian schools on the reservation decent 
and comfortable, and some new schools 
have been built. The sum absolutely 
needed to carry on the work successfully 
during the coming year was stated by 
tbe Commissioner in his communication 
to Congress to be over #300,000, and it 
is safe to say that this entire amount 
could have been very profitably expended 
In the improvement and enlargement 
of the Indian sohool system. The 
amount allowed for this purpose, how- 
ever, is only (100,000, or less than a third 
of that which was stated to be abso- 
lutely necessary. This will, of necessity, 
prevent the establishment of new schools 
where they are greatly needed, and the 
enlargement and improvement of others 
where the faculties are very unfavora- 
ble. The serious nature of this hindrance 
will be appreciated when it Is stated 
that there are among the Navajo Indians 
alone probably 3,000 childreu of school 
age for whom no educational advantages 
whatever have been provided. 

Tbe general fund for which the In- 
dian Office urgently asked, *1,300,000, 
was placed at 11,075,000, or $225,000 lew 
than what was earnestly requested. 
This cut checks at once the rapid and 
healthy expansion of the school service, 
and confines the office to the carrying 
on of the schools substantially as they 
ware at the elose of the last nseal year. 
Little or no advance can be made during

SO check the maddened miners, whose 
forces will soon svrell to (1,000. 

A boat ISO miners, those who were- re- 
pulsed Tuesday by the little band ol 
twenty guards, watted a'.l night for the 
soldiers to come Into the valley. The 
special train with the Knoxville com- 
pany on board, about fifty strong, was 
captured Wednesday morning and tbe 
troops mi -ruled in an opening, disarmed 
and guarded by several hundred miner*, 
while the others marched to take the 
stockade at Oliver Springs. They did 
take It after a fierce battle. Or* thou- 
sand shots ware fired In half an hour 
TVo guards and four miners were 
wounded, one of whom Is dying. 

If aid does not reach Gen. AndersoD 
soon he will have to surrender or starve. 
The stockades burned the convicts re- 
leased, and the free miners will have 
whipped out the state, and succeeded In 
driving convict labor from the valley, 
and the matter will be forever ended In 
Tennessee.
